The postoffice at Bremerton, Wash.,

The rob- 
bers use-] dynamite to open the safe 
aud in doing so wrecked the drug store 
where the office is located There is no 
clue to the burglars. 


Republican primary elections in 


Blair, Glearfield, Franklin and Lan- 
caster counties on Saturday instructed 
the state delegates for Attorney Gen- 
eral Blkin for governor. 
In Wayne 


county delegates favorable to L. A 
Watres were elected. 


Fire on Sunday destroyed nearly 


half the town of Campbell, Neb. It 
started in a billiard hall and in an 
hour, with a terrific wind blowing, 
burned the billiard hall, a newspaper 
office,blacksmith shop, postoffice, hard- 
ware store, drug store and hotel. 


Seven members of the life saving 


crew at the Monomoy station, near 
Chatham, Mass., together with five of 
the crew of the stranded barge War- 
dena, were drowned on Monday by 
the capsizing of the life boat aa it 
was returning to the shore from the 
wreck. 


Thirty horses, the property of H. 


S. Karnaugh, a Philadelphia contract- 
or, who has charge of the improve- 
ments on the Pennsylvania railroad 
near Qreensburg, were cremated in a 
burning stable early Monday morning 
The loss includes harness and stable 
supplies. 


Upon the recommendation of Grand 


Duke Sergius, governor general of 
Moscow, 500 students, who were impli- 
cated in the recent political demonstra- 
tions in Russia, were deported to Sibe- 
ria.

DATES AND EXAMINERS. 


Diplomas For Successful Students—An In. 


oeutive to Systematic ami Contin- 


uous Study, 


In a month from this time most of the 


schools of the county will have reach- 
ed the closa of the term. A number of 
pupils in various districts have been 
pursuing the county course of study 
with a view to taking examination for 
graduation from the common schools. 
A diploma certifying to the fact that 
the coarse has been completed is given 
to each graduate. 
Aa incentive to 


systematic and continuous study is 
thus afforded to the pupils of the pub- 
lie schools. In each instance the ex- 
amination will be conducted by a com- 
mittee of three persons; tbe one chosen 
by the school board will examine in 
arithmetic, history, and penmanship; 
the one chosen by the teachers will ex- 
amine ingeography,mental, and physi- 
ologj;uid the third examiner,either the 
county superintendent or his repre- 
sentative, will examine in spelling, 
grammar, and reading. The examin- 
er living nearest to the place of exam- 
ination will begin work promptly at 9 
a m. The examiner to represent the 
superintendent at the respective ex- 
aminations is named below. The su- 
perintendent will aim to assist in per- 
son at as many points as passible. LH 
the teachers interested see that the 
examiners are chosen and notified at 
once. In some instances in the fol- 
lowing list the borough only is named, 
though the examination is meant fo> 
both the borough and surrounding 
community.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The ques- 


t'on of so amending the Constitution 
as to permit of the election of senators 
by the people seems to have taken a 
new lease of life during the past week 
in Washington and is being actively 
discussed by the Democrats in lobbies 
and committee rooms. Col. William 
J. Bryan spent Thursday at the capi- 
tal aud warmly advocated the change, 
which may htve added to the interest 
taken in the subject, though the agita- 
tion had begun before Mr. Bryan ar- 
rived. 
With a view to learning the 


actual status of the movement I made 
a limited canvass of the situation yes- 
terday and obtained the following 
opinions: 


Senator Rawlina, of Utah, said that 


he was heartily in favor of the propos- 
ed change and believed it had a better 
opportunity of being adopted at this 
session than ever before. 
"If it is not 


adopted at this session, however," said 
the senator, "I believe there is consid- 
erable likelihood of its being made a 
party issue ill the next campaign." 
Seuatora Culberson and Bailey, of 
Texas, both expressed themselves as 
strongly in favor of it. Senator Vest, 
of Missouri, is unconditionally opposed 
to it. 
Senator Jones, of Arkansas, as 


Is well known, is committed to it, as is 
Senator Berry, also of Arkansas, and 
both the senators from Tennessee. 
Senator Clay, of Georgia, said he had 
discussed the matter with Colonel 
Bryan and that he hoped to see the 
amendment adopted. 
Senator Clark, 


of Montana, said he was committed to 
It and so did Senator Burrows, of 
Michigan. 
Senator Morgan, of Ala- 


bama, efused to express an opinion. 
Should the amendment pass the sen- 
ate it would ba promptly adopted by 
the house. 
Mr. Richardson, the Dem- 


ocratic leader, told me all the Demo- 
jrats would vote for it and a number 
of Republicans would also. "It would 
make the strongest kind of a party 
issue," said a Damocratic member, 
"and I earnestly trust it will be adopt- 
ed as such." 


A Democratic senator told me yester- 


day, apropos o£ Senator Kale's an- 
nouncement to the newspaper men 
that he believed that congress would 
adjourn about the tenth of June, that 
the policy of the Republican steering 
committee was to avoid the considera- 
tion of the many knotty problems 
which confront it until after the elec- 
tion. 
"They wish to prevent all 


further debate on their actions,'' said 
the senator, "and with that end in 
view will permit liberal debate of the 
issues which are more or less non- 
partisan and will sidetrack those 
which the Democrats seriously oppose. 
Then there will be the appropriation 
bills to be disposed of and they will 
occupy all of the time until adjourn- 
ment. I think it most probable that 
considerable time will be devoted to 
the isthmian canal problem but I 
regard it as very doubtlul if any hill 
will be passed." 


The Philippine problem is daily be- 


coming more embarrassing to the Re- 
publican party and, despite the efforts 
of the Republican press to present the 
news of the islands in an alluring 
manner, 
the facts will not down. 


Representative Slayden, of Texas, re- 
cently called my attention to some of 
the figures and said, "It is certainly 
remarkable that the people can be led 
to believe there is either wisdom or 
policy in paying out hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars every year to main- 
tain a standing army in the islands 
larger thau the entire army in the 
Onited (States before, the Spanish war 
and receiving in return a trade which 
amounts to a few paltry thousands. 
The only people who are receiving any 
benefit, or who will do so in the future, 
are certain capitalists who will secure 
franchises and land grants which will 
enable them to farm the Philippines 
while the people pay the expense of 
maintaining peace so that the un- 
fortunate islanders will submit to the 
farming process." 
"What would he 


the policy if the Democratic party 
were in power T I asked. "We would 
make the Filipinos understand that if 
ihey would stop fighting and organize 
a government we would give them 
their independence in all internal 
affairs and, as scon as they developed 
sufficient strength to warrant it, we 
would give them absolute independ- 
ence," was Mr. Slayden's reply. 


All last week the senate discussed 


the ship subsidy bill. Senator Vest 
delivered a most able speech on the 
subject, exposing the fallacies of the 
Republican reasoning with a scathing 
logic 
Senator Dipew supported the 


measure, as did aleo Senator Foraker, 
but the latter's support was half-heart- 
ed. He admitted that he was opposed 
to the bounty system and would great- 
ly prefer helping the shipping interest 
by discriminating duties but stated 
that he would vote for the bill because 
the majority favored it. 


Senator Morgan has determined to 


report the Hepburn bill back to the 
senate without amendment and he 
told me that he believed it would pass,

Prince Henry's visit 
to this country was 
a royal jaunt. From

escort, the redoubtable Admiral "Bob1 


Evans, turned pale when he saw any- 
thing that looked like a menu.

effect it will have on the relation exist- 
ing between Uncle S^m's republic and 
Kaiser William's empire. Some say it 
will result in welding a stronger link 
of friendship batween Germany and 
America; others are of the opinion that 
both nations will pursue the "even 
tenor of their way," that the feeling 
existing here and there for over a cen 
tury will not undergo a change. last 
now the leading powers of the world 
are earnestly striving to gain prestige 
in commercial and industrial enter- 
prises and the three leading nations in 
this respect are the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany. The rival- 
ry along these lines between America 
and the German empire is increasing 
and will continue to grow notwith- 
standing the prince's visit and the cor- 
dial welcome he received. The reich- 
stag in his country has been consider 
ing a measure which, increases the tariff 
on American products which may pre- 
cipitate retaliatory measures on both 
sides. The Germans get their idea of 
increasing the import duties on Ameri 
can breadstuffs, etc., from the protec- 
tionists of this country.

mained in the, service until the close 
of the war, fighting in the James Biver 
campaign. At the'close of the war he 
worked his way through' an academy 
andfora while taught a country school. 


J After, spending 'several year's -in St; 
Louis, wfiither he "went™ in!'1869? Alt"^ 
geld left for southern Kansas,.tramp- 
ing barefooted across the country and 
doing chores for' his meals;.thenee he 
went to northwestern' Missouri^wnere 
he taught school and studied law. In 
1372 he was admitted to. the' bar "and 
located in Savannah, Mo. His first 
year there at practising his' profession 
was a starvation time,, but' shortly 
afterward be' was elected city attorney 
and then state's attorney of Andrew 
county. 
" . • 


In 1875 Mr. Altgeld located in Chica- 


go and entered on the practice of law 
in that city. He had then a capital of 
$50, Soon he had built up a lucrative 
practice and was in comfortable finan 
cial circumstances. Ten years after- 
ward his wealth was estimated at some- 
thing like 11,000,000. Later, by, specu; 
lations in real estate, he is said to have 
lost the bulk of his property. 


In 1884 AltgeM ran for congress in 


tbe Fourth district, but was defeated. 
In 1886 he became judge of the snpe- 
perior court of Cook county, but sud- 
denly resigned in 1891. Next year he 
was nominated for governor and was 
carried into power on the crest of the 
wave which landed Grover Cleveland in 
the White House for a second term.' 


During his term of governor Mr. 


Altgeld had ardent champions and bit- 
ter enemies. 
One of his acts that 


caused much dispute was the pardon- 
ing of the anarchists, Fielden, Schwab 
and Neebe, who were in the Joliet pen- 
itentiary for participating in the Hay- 
market riot. ''His enemies called him 
an anarchist. A hostile press cartoon- 
ed h'm as a bomb-thrower. His action 
during the great Pullman strike1 in 
Chicago in 1894; when he failed to call 
out the troops and President Cleveland 
himself ordered them to the scene1 oi 
trouble, was a subject of much debate. 


For years Mr. Altgeld was an ardent 


advocate of the free coinage of silver 
and the municipal ownership of public 
utilities. In the municipal campaign 
of 1899 Altgeld bolted the nomination 
of Harrison for mayor and was defeat- 
ed as an independent candidate. 


Clinton Furbish, a veteran Chicago 


newspaper man and chief of the bnreau 
of American, republics during Mr. 
Cleveland's second administration, was 
interviewed in New York last week 
concerning the life work and worth oi 
the late ex-Governor John P. Altgeld. 
Mr. Furbish knew Mr. Altgeld inti- 
mately and is therefore competent to 
speak on the subj°ct of the dead 
statesman's place iu American affairs. 
Mr, Furbish said: 


"If John P. Altgeld could 
have 


chosen the time and manner of his 
death, he would not have made a'more 
fitting close of a noble life than to pass 
away as he stood heaping invective on 
the men responsible for the slaughter 
of Boers and Filipinos by English and 
American despots and sending- words 
of cheer to brave heroes fighting for 
liberty. 
Voicing the sentiments of 


every man in this country' worthy the 
name of American and the glory of 
our common heritage of love of human 
rights and hatred of oppression, no 
wonder the task was too heavy for'one 
who had dc voted the best years of his 
life to the undoing of wrongs and the 
defiance of enenves of popular govern- 
ment. 


"In looking over tbe life and work 


of John P. Altgeld there will be no oc- 
casion for his eulogist to cover infa- 
mies with words nor shame by silence. 
There rests no stain of the blood of' 
men slain in a preventable war on the 
siulof ,T. P, Altgeld. 
Ho sycophant 


may claim for him that he never re- 
vised a judgment, nor changed an 
opinion. 


"Mr. Altgeld lived for years iu the 


public eye, having challenged the en- 
mity of those who control, in large 
measure,the sources of public informa- 
tion. And no man of intelligence has 
or em raise a cry against his sterling 
honesty. 
In his dying words there 


was no shadow of a concealed purpose. 
He hated all tyrants and cared not on 
which underpiece of bunting they 
made missionaries of greed out of 
Mausers and Gatliig guns, and there 
need be no care exercised by the mill- 
ions of plutocracy lest'they violate the 
proprieties in speaking of their dead 
enemy. Lit their kennels be opened 
and the whole pack turned loose. 
Their bitterest venom will be sweet 
incense to the dead hero, as their praise 
would be abuse."

Bonn*—Haw One Load o 


Amused Themselves. 


The stage line benveen Atchison and 


Placervillc. 
Cat., 
ulnch 
daily 


teaches for about five years in 18iiO-C3. 
was the finest ever known in r.ic stage- 
coach business. In equipment no sim- 
ilar line could equal it. 
It was the 


greatest stage line on the globu. carry- 
ing passengers, mail and express. 


In 1SG4-CM it cost more for meals be- 


tween Atchison and Denver than the 
railroad fare now costs, with meals 
added. 
The run from Atchison to 


Denver is now made in something like 
fifteen hours as against six days in the 
stagecoach days. At one time the fare 
from Atchison to Denver was $175; the 
railroad fare at present is $15. 
The 


quickest time ever made by stage be- 
tween Atchison and Denver was four 
and a half days. Ben Holladay, own- 
er of the line, traveled by special 
coaches from Placerville, Cal.. to Atch- 
ison, 2,000 miles, in twelve days and 
two hours, beating the regul.ir daily 
schedule five days. This feat cost IIol- 
laday $20,000. but it was a great ad- 
vertisement for his line. The stages, 
•when crowded, carried fifteen pcisons, 
besides great quantities of mail and 
express. 


One of the coaches used on the Atch- 


ison-Placerville line is now. in the 
Smithsonian institution at Washing- 
ton. 
After leaving Atchison it was 


operated on the Deadwood line and 
was severni times captured by Indians 
and outlaws. Once when captured by 
outlaws it carried $00.000 in gold. In 
this attack three guards were killed. 
Buffalo Bill heard that the old coach 
had been abandoned and went after it, 
using it for years in his wild west 
show. In London it carried the Prince 
of Wales, and all the notables of Eu- 
rope examined it with interest. On the 
Fourth of July. 1S95. this famous o!tl 
coach was exhibited with the wild 
west show at Concoid. N. H.. where it 
was made. The owners and employees 
of the stagecoach factory gave the his- 
toric old stage a great deal of atten- 
tion, and in the parade it bore this 
sign: "18G3-Home Again-1S95." 


Including Atchison and Placerville, 


there were 103 stations on the line, the 
longest in existence (1.913 miles*. The 
fare was $225, or about 12 cents, a mile. 
The stations were from ten to fourteen 
miles apart. 
Some days S2.000 was 


taken in at the stage office in Atchison 
for fares alone. Each passenger was 
allowed twenty-five pounds of baggage; 
each pound of excess cost $1, which 
was the price fcr carrying express. 
The fare to Denver during the war was 
$175, or 27 cents a mile per passenger. 
The stages were nearly always crowd- 
ed, and passengers were often com- 
pelled to wait several days at Atchison 
before they could be accommodated. 
A minister once refused to travel on 
Sunday and abandoned his place 
He 


did not get n chance to go until the 
following Sunday, and this time he con 
eluded that, under certain circumstan- 
ces, traveling on Sunday was excusa 
ble. Somotimes passengers booked for 
a certain day sold out for a bonus of 
from $20 to $50 and waited for a later 
stage. 


The quickest route between New 


York and San Francisco at that time 
was by way of Atchison. The western 
terminus of the line was changed from 
St. Joseph to Atchison on completion 
of the Hannibal and St. Joseph road to 
this point, as Atchison was eight miles 
nearer Placerville than St. Joseph.-The 
stage line ran a little north of west 
from Atchison. crossing the Big i'.lue 
at Marysville. 100 miles west; thence 
continuing in a northwesterly ' course 
up the north side of the Little IMue 
and over the divide into the Platte val- 
ley; thence by way of Fort Kearney, 
Plum Creek and Julesbers to Denver. 
The road between Atchison and Den- 
ver was In the form of a crescent. 
O'Fallon's Bluff was 100 miles north of 
Atchison and Denver. The easiest part 
of the line was between'Atchison and 
Fort Kearney. 
The schedule time of 


the stages was four and a half miles 
an hour, night and day. including stops. 
Occasionally the drivers would make 
fifteen miles an hour, and the p.is-ien- 
gers thought it very fast. The express 
messengers received $('.250 a month 
with free meals, and were tompellec 
to ride beside the driver six days and 
nights without rest, except as they 
could sleep while the staue was in mo 
tion. They received a lay over of nine 
days every three weeks. On xolnx to 
bed after a trip they frequently step 
twenty-four 
hours without 
moving 


Drivers received from 541) to S75 ! 
month and boara. 
On the mam line 


there were 2.750 horses and mules and 
100 coaches. The annual cost of oper 
ating the line was S2.425.dOO. 


The passengers were nearly all men, 


and they had a hard time amusing 
themselves. 
A gay party of eight once 


started from At 'hisou. and they sang 
for two da>s and nights, using ribalt 
words to old church times 
Finally 


one man proposed a collection. With 
the money thus raised they bought- a 
jug of whiskj at a station 
Then then, 


were a spree and quarreling and poker 
playing.. One 1^2 said ho had beei 
robbed by 0:1" of the p'ryers. and he 
insisted so strongi.i or. a behi >>< *he 
stage was stopped and a nn^ for'nou 
The two drunken men rushed at eacl 
other, bumped each other down and 
could not get up. The other men-help 
ed the fighters to their feet, and tha 
harmless battle was renewed 
Tinall; 


the driver would wait no lousier, arid 
the stage went on. with the passenger 
quarreling on the inside. At last Uiej 
engaged in a general fight and. then 
•went off into a drunken sleep.—Atchi

The or- 
llnary circulation theory does not hold 
good.

air moves north as south, for there are 
normous counter currents passing by 
iach other at the same level and not 
iver one another at different eleva- 
ions. 
This puts a new aspect upon
